EAST  LONGMEADOW  — The 
high  school  class  of  1993  was  the 
best  at  raising  money,  and  the 
best  at  giving  it  away. 

A total  of  137  graduated  last 
month,  with  18  national  honor  so- 
ciety members.  And  they  will  be 
remembered. 

The  senior  class’s  traditional 
ziti  dinner,  the  11th  annual,  netted 
$560,  which  was  the  most  raised 
ever. 

While  the  money  went  to  the 
class  initially,  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  class  gave  back  $1,200 
to  the  town  from  its  treasury 
—also  the  most  ever  given. 

That  money  went  to  the  Athlet- 
ics and  Activities  Booster  Club, 
which  has  paid  half  of  each  stu- 
dent's sports  and  activities  fees 
since  budget  cuts  began  three 
years  ago. 

For  the  first  time,  the  senior 
class  decided  to  have  a semifor- 
mal  dance  at  midyear.  They  do- 
nated the  profits,  $150,  to  an 
abuse  and  rape  crisis  hot  line. 

Every  high  school  class  has  its 
cliques  and,  usually,  they  never 
mix. 

The  class  of  1993,  however,  was 
an  exception,  teachers  and  admi- 
nistrators said. 

At  their  graduation  ceremony, 
many  students  said  that  by  the 
end  of  their  four  years,  what  they 
most  wanted  was  to  know  as 
many  fellow  classmates  as  possi- 
ble before  moving  on  to  a new 
life.

“In  the  beginning,  everyone  had 
their  own  little  group,  but  by  se- 
nior year,  everyone  had  come  to- 
gether,” said  recent  graduate  Lisa 
Meccia. 

Principal  Richard  Freccero  and 
class  adviser  Ralph  Cooley  said  it 
was  one  of  the  most  social  classes 
they  had  known  and,  ultimately, 
O among  the  most  responsible.
